Brotherhood Head Cites Ways 
To Meet Growing Competition 


AV INNING new friends for the rail- 

road industry is of utmost import- 

ance in meeting the competition for pas- 
senger business that lies ahead. 

This was the statement made by 
George M. Harrison, grand president, 
Brotherhood of Railway & Steamship 
Clerks, Freight Handlers, Express and 
Station Employes, in an address at the 
90th Annual Meeting of the American 
Association of Passenger Traffic Officers 
at French Lick, Indiana, recently. 

“There is an opportunity to cultivate 
much more good will and much more 
interest in our customers,” Harrison said, 
This can be done, he stated by (1) let- 
ting the customer know we're glad to 
see him and appreciate his business, 
rather than an attitude that serving him 
is » chore; (2) being thoroughly famil- 
iar with our jobs. 

“Our problem,” he said, “is probably 
one of the most competitive conditions 
existing in any particular line of busi- 
ness, We are beset by the private auto- 
mobile, the airlines and the buses and 
I believe the situation is going to be- 
come more difficult unless fundamental 
changes are made. 

“T believe we have got to do a better 
selling operation than we have been do- 
ing. That isn’t said in criticism. 1t is 
offered as a suggestion to try to get some 
more busincss. 


“Perhaps it might be well to have more 
contacts with our organized groups where 
we can get audiences and get the per- 
sonal touch. Perhaps we ought ‘to enlist 
the cooperation of the million and a 
quarter railroad employes and the mem- 
bers of their families to encourage ‘tray- 
el -by rail’ by the people of our country. 
In order to develop new customers for 
rail travel, we have got to get more peo- 

~ ple to travel..In order to get-more people

to travel, we have got to get them to 
want to go more places and at rates and 
with services that will get us the volume 
that will make our passenger transporta- 
tion operations somewhere near profit- 
able or perhaps with a little profit. 


“1 offer the cooperation of our organi- 
zation and I am sure I speak the senti- 
ments of all the other railway labor 
unions in this direction, to tackle that 
problem and see what can be done about

Nation’s Largest Timber Industry 
Served By Southern Pecific 


YMBOLIC olf the vast changes in the 

Oregon lumber industry—our Port- 
land Division’s best customer-~~is the 
“log dunker”* shown on the cover of 
this month's Bulletin lifting a heavy log 
from a Southern Pacific gondola te a 
sawmill pond at Springfield. 


From a modest beginning scarcely 50 
years ago, the western Oregon lumber 
industry has expanded into the nation’s 
largest timber vperation, with more than 
600 shippers of forest products located 
adjacent te eur lines on the Portland 
Division. In 1934 about 47,000 carloads 
of lumber preducts, other than logs, 
originated on the division, output climb- 
ing to 91,000 in 1940, zooming to 175,000 
in 1951 and reaching an all-time record 
peak of more than 200,000 carloads last 
year. 

Plywood, hardboard, pulp, fibreboard 
and other new marketable products uti- 
lize varieties and grades of timber for- 
merely passed over to get at the prime 
logs. 

Clean chips also go into the making 
of new products. One Springfield area 
null estimates that less than one per- 
cent of each log it cuts is waste. Bark

and other scrap ends up as boiler fuel 
for the electricity generating plant that 
powers its saws and planers. 


More mills each year are tearing down 
their burners—outmoded trademarks of 
the wasteful old days. 


Timber conservation and reforestation, 
ence dreams of federal and state for- 
esters, now are integral parts of modern 
lumbering, already producing commer- 
cial results on vast acreages of cut-over 
land. Cutting on a sustained yield basis, 
also a standard practice now, in effect 
has made timber an annual crop, to be 
harvested with care and an eye for the 
future. 

This permanency is industry-wide, a 
long step forward from the old “cut- 
and-move-out” philosophy that formerly 
made much of the Northwest a waste- 
land of tree stumps and eroded hill 
sides. 

Southern Pacific salutes the modern, 
stay-put lumber industry, in a most prac- 
tical way, by assigning a growing num- 
ber of diesel locomotives and a steady 
flow of freight cars to lumber loading 
points throughout western Oregon.

T&NO.

Rie Grande Division was on the heels of Salt Lake for “Best Division” and was 
only a few points behind Tucson in the MefW competition. Portland Division was 
second in the “Transportation Department” category and its MP&C Department 
was a close second to Rio Grande Division, whose year without a reportable in- 
jury was the first such achievement in that group in the history of our railroad. 


In the Big Six Station Contest Los Angeles, Sacramento and Portland came 
through for the second consecutive year without a reportable injury. 


In the Yard Contest El] Paso took top honors in Group 1 Yards for the second 
consecutive year, with a ratio of 8.57. Eugene was best in Group 2 with a ratio 
of 12.25. Port Costa in Group 3 completed the year without a reportable injury, 
as did Gerber, Suisun, Carlin, Mojave and Douglas in Group 4 and Ashland and 
Corvallis in Group 5. 


In the Group 2 Local Stores Contest Roseville, Tucson and Bayshore went 
through the year without a reportable injury. 


In addition to the winners shown above, M. A. Nugent, superintendent of safety, 
stated that some 1600 certificates will be issued to foremen in various depart- 
ments on the railroad for having no-accident records of from one to eleven years 
for themselves and their men. There will also be about 200 accident-free awards 
for units whose forees range from a few employes to several hundred,

Robot “Detective” 
Tracks Down 
Missing Freight 


HEN FPM&SS installed its mech- 

anized system for compiling and 
transcribing statistical data, little did it 
realize this equipment could turn out to 
be a robot detective. 


Mechanized accounting finds the facts 
in a business organization in the form 
of up-to-the-minute, easy-to-understand 
reports. The Over and Short Bureau of 
FPM&SS decided to prepare tabulations 
of these open items for analysis to deter- 
mine why items occasionally go astray. 

For example, a commodity short at one 
station should invariably create an over- 
age somewhere on the line. Every effort 
must be made to clear such a transac- 
tion promptly, and the alert agent does 
his part to see that it is reported imme- 
diately. Consequently, the important 
thing is to match the shortage with an 
overage and vice versa. 

The first operation in the mechanized 

program is the transcription of writ- 
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ten records to punched cards. Just as 
punched holes in a roll of paper can 
produce music, so punched heles in 
cards can produce reports, which can be 
read by machines. Such records are 
sorted and summarized by machines at 
higher speed and with greater accuracy 
than would be possible by any manual 
process, 


At the end of the month the cards are 
fed into a sorting machine which sep- 
arates them according to points of origin 
and destination, shipper and consignee, 
and commodities. 

By having this information at its fing- 
ertips, FPM&SS is able to take quick 
corrective measures wherever necessary. 
As a result, “Mr. Robot’s” seeing eye is 
expected to be of great value to FPM&SS 
for its assistance in matching overs and 
shorts, according to P. M. Chaimov, 
manager, FPM&SS. 


A NATION-WIDE CAMPAIGN: The National Association of Shippers Advisory 
Boards and the 12 Regional Shippers Advisory Boards maintain 467 shipper 
car efficiency committees for the purpose of policing and increasing freight 
car utilization throughout the country. Presently these committees—some- 
times called “vigilante committees’—are campaigning for the complete 
unloading of freight cars, free of dunnage, stripping, and other debris.

OR 32 years P’ve lived next to the 
niecst neighbor on earth—a four- 
ck, main-line railroad. 


The railroad is a good neighbor, 
and every train is a friend, from the 
Limited with its Pullmans and elub 
cars to the commuter’s local that 
squeaks leisurely te a stop beside the 
house, You get to expect the early 
mail as you're getting up just before 
seven, and to listen for Jim Sheehan’s 
cheery tones as he tosses the mailbags 
up from the platferm, and the train- 
man calls down in the crisp morning 
air: 

“Sure cold up New Haven way this 
morning!” 

Living next to the tracks you also 
learn that trains have personalities, 
like ships. Trains are human, and each 
one is different. By its sound you rec- 
ognize the express freight, going from 
Oak Point to the Readville yards, 
which gets the “green board” and 
thunders past before midnight. If you 
watch the long, heavy Clipper bar- 
reling into a blizzard with passengers 
seated in the lighted lounge or relax- 
ing in the diner at a- meal, you get 
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a feeling of the power and strength 
and purpose of the nation, When you're 
digging in the garden and the brake- 
man waves from the upper bunk of 
the caboose of the ponderous freight, 
you realize the warmth and kindness 
of Americans. 

Railroad men love their work. Of 
all labor they seem the most cooper- 
ative, somehow the most American. 
If I drop off the early express in sum- 
iner and suggest to the conductor that 
the sumae and growth aleng the bank 
are a fire hazard, a team comes along 
within a week to cut them down. Fact 
is, the railroad takes care of its prop- 
erty hetter than my other neighbor, 
who permits his back yard to become 
a mess of tangled weeds and under- 
growth. 

Folks often ask, “Don't the trains 
bother you at night?” Lf you live 50 
yards from a sain line, the fast freights 
seem to be coming right into your 
bedroom the first few nights. After 
that you never hear them. It’s the 
man next door with his television and 
his late parties who keeps you awake. 


One hot summer evening I was 
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sprawled out on the bank when the late 
mail pulled in. The engine stopped just 
opposite as usual, and the engineer 
waved a massive glove in my direction. 
“Hey! Where’s your dog been lately?” 

He was asking about my big Airedale, 
who greets him every evening by rush- 
ing toward the fence, barking and wag- 
ging her tail violently. The dog had 
been at the vet’s all week. He missed 
her immediately. When she returned 
there was a reunion of old friends. 

A cynical acquaintance of mine says 
it doesn’t matter which side of the rail- 
road tracks you live on, it’s the wrong 
side. But my friend knows nothing of 
the railroad as the good neighbor, the 
way I do, Millions of Americans all over 
the country live beside the tracks. We 
are fond of every train and every train- 
man too. In an unhappy world we feel 
a little happier by day and by night 
because we are next to the nicest neigh- 
bor on earth.

PREEMINAEY, income figures for 1953 indicate that railway tax ac- 
eruals are still pursuing their upward course, reaching a total of 
$1,300,000,000 for the year, or an average of $3,562,000 a day. This com- 
pares with $1,262,000,000 in 1952, and $1,203,000,000 in 1951. 

Railway operating revenues in 1953 amounted to $16,746,000,000, while 
operating expenses totaled $8,100,000,000, according 10 preliminary esti- 
mates, leaving a net operating revenue of $2,646,000,000, Taxes, amounting 
to $1,300,000,000, consumed 49.1 per cent of this sum. In other words, 
tax payments in 1953 required the entire net revenue of 179 days’ operations 


So far as net revenue for their owners is concerned, 49.1 per cent of 
all the railway facilities in the country might just as well have been oper-

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NARROW GAUGE TOUR DELIGHTS RAILFANS 


A PASSENGER: train ran on the “Slim 
£% Princess” line again February 22, 
when 50 railfans participated in the 
California-Nevada Railroad Historical 
Society’s one-day excursion from Owenyo 
to Laws and return. 

Dubbed the “Slim Princess” many 
years ago by Owens Valley residents, 
the 7lamile Keeler-Laws branch is SP’s 
only narrow gauge Ene. It connects 
with the San Joaquin Division mainline 
via the 143-mile Owenyo-Mojave “Jaw- 
bene” branch. 


Regular passenger service was dis- 
continued many years ago, before the 
Laws-Benton-Mina section of the line 
was abandoned. Railfan groups make 
periodic trips over the branch, last ac- 
tive narrow-gauge segment of the orig- 
inal Carson & Colorado. Portions of 
SP’s Hazen-Mina branch, standard gauge 
for many years, are also of C&C origin. 


The Washington's Birthday excursion 
attracted two passengers with more than 
a railfan’s interest in the old line. W. 
A. “Si” Perkins, now legal aid -investi- 
gator for BRT, was a brakeman on the 
Hine in 1905. His brother, A. G. Perkins, 
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also on the trip, is senior transportation 
supervisor, California Public Utilities 
Commission and formerly an SP train- 
man.

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Remotely Controlled 
Burners Clear Snow 


NM THE flip of a fingertip switch in 
his office at Dunsmuir in northern 
California, the train dispatcher can now 
ignite gas burners under track more than 
200 miles away to keep the snow melted 
away from track switches in the Cascade 
Mountain area of southern Oregon. 


This latest remote-control system of 
protecting railroad track in winter, as- 
suring the ice-free movement of 20 
power-operated track switches, has been 
placed in operation along 62 miles of 
track north of Klamath Lake. 

Another installation, protecting 20 
other track switches with remotely-con- 
trolled gas burners, should be completed 
before the winter of 1954-55 in the Cas- 
cade Mountains north of Crescent Lake 
and will be controlled by a train dis- 
patcher in Eugene, 

Each switch installation is fed by a 
1,000 gallon propane gas tank located 
40 or 50 feet away from the track, a 
supply sufficient to keep the burners 
fired for about two weeks, burning night 
and day, before a refill is necessary. 


REMINDER of the wood-burning locomo- 
tive era is this miniature of Central 
Pacific's “General,” built by Herbert C. 
Crosier, lead boilermaker, LA Shops, 
Berthed in the hoiler shop office, the 
working model is valued at $1,000. 
Crosier spent two years building It in 
his spare time. The engine develops 
Y4 horsepower and can be operated by 
steam, alr or electricity at specd of & 
mph on 3-34 gauge track.

GRANDMA’'S FRUIT PUDDING 


First pour 2 cups milk into a bowl, 
and into it put 8 slices of bread (about 
3 inches square). When bread is soft

Add half a teaspoon of 
salt, Beat 2 eggs and stir them into the 
mixture, then fold in 144 cups huckle- 
berries—or blueberries—fresh or drained 
canned ones.

1 tomato, peeled and chopped

Salt, pepper and herbs or seasoning salt, 
Worcestershire sauce and Tabasco. 

In a big skillet heat 2 tablespoons of 
the bacon drippings and in it cook onion, 
pepper, and celery until soft, but not 
browned. Push vegetables aside, put in 
more bacon drippings and in it brown 
the kidneys, turning them often.

Our “Cliew-Chew” train now heads for 
Oregon, to answer a question put to us 
by Mrs. Mabel Rogers of Portland. Ma- 
bel wants to know our favorite way of 
fixing chicken. And here is our answer. 
A mighty good answer, too, we think 
you will agree. 


Our Best Chicken Way: In a shal- 
low casserole put a cut-up chicken (a 
good heavy broiler) or favorite pieces of 
chicken—light or dark meat, or both. 
Sprinkle with garlic salt and pepper. 
Over the chicken pieces sprinkle chopped 
onion (14 cup or sv), Mix together 14 
cup water; 3 tablespoons Wercestershire 
sauce; 2 tablespoons lemon juice; 5 
dashes of Tabusca sauce, and a dash of 
cayenne. Pour this over the chicken. 
Bake, covered, for 2 hours at 350° (mod- 
crate); then uncover and bake 30 min- 
utes Jonger. 

This is un especially good way to do 
chicken for a company meal, because 
there’s no before-hand browning, no last- 
minute fixing, And the casserole is one 
that doesn’t mind waiting, in a slow 
oven, if dinner must be delayed!
